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THE MUSEUM LIBRARY 

It is possible to announce several important gifts to the Library 
since the last Bulletin was issued. 

Mr. Charles W. Bingham has secured for the Museum a copy 
of The Book of the Dead, — a translation of the Papyrus of Ani, 
in the British Museum, by E. A.Wallis Budge, Litt. D., Keeper 
of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities. This was published by 
order of the trustees of the British Museum, and is accompanied 
by a folio of thirty-seven plates of facsimile reproductions 
of the Papyrus, in the original colors. The two books are a 
valuable addition to the Museum's library, of particular interest 
in connection with the collection of Egyptian antiquities already 
secured for the Museum by the Huntington Trustees. 

Mr. James Parmelee has presented a copy of The Etched 
Work of Whistler, illustrated by reproductions in collotype 
of the different states of the plates, compiled, etc., by Edward 
G. Kennedy. This handsome volume, with its three portfolios 
of reproductions, is one of the limited edition published by the 
Grolier Society, of New York, in 1910. 

Mr. Howard P. Eells has donated the Lithographs by 
Whistler published this year by Kennedy & Co., including 
the catalogue and a portfolio containing 166 photogravure and 
three lithographic (colored) reproductions. These two gifts place 
in the hands of the Museum a remarkably complete record of 
these phases of Whistler's work, which will prove useful in the 
Print Room as well as the Library. 

Yamanaka & Company, New York, have presented a copy 
of the handsomely illustrated catalogue of the Loan Exhibition 
of Chinese, Corean and Japanese Potteries held in New York 
last spring under the auspices of the Japan Society. 

It is hoped that other friends of the Museum will realize the 
importance which a good library will play in the future develop- 
ment of the Museum. Standard books on art subjects are needed 
and good use can also be made of art periodicals and of photo- 
graphs and lantern slides.
